Fall Wheat. 

Those Crawford County farmers 
W:o intend to sow wheat this fall 
should put it on their best soil, get 
choice, recleancd seed, treat it with 
formaldehyde atomized on at rate of 
one pint to fifty bushels of seed, and 
plant at a-date to avoid Hessian Fly. 

The proper authorities at our Agri- 
cultural college believe this date for 
Crawforg County to be from Sept- 
ember 5 to September 16. 


Wheat for Poultry, 
, pets steadily urged our furmers 
9 Keep more yood poultr 
:oused and fed. : eae 
_ Yhere is a sreat market for eggs 
in Grayling, Crawford County farm- 
ers do not supply that market. It is 
necessary to snip in many eggs. This 
should not be so. 
. Nearly every one of ouv farm fum- 
ies could use more money. We could 
get that money. if we had more push 
and gumption. We could ;et it thru 
poultry, Poultry could “sat tie table” 
on every one of our farms. But, no; 
we just iet it go. We leave a miser- 
able little bunen of mongre! hens, 
covered with live and mites, in a mis- 
erable dirty coop, not cleaneg all win- 
ter, inproperly fed, and holler about 
bad luck and nard times. 


Hen Feed. 

_It will not pay a farmer to buy all 
his hen feed. Hens will not lay well 
unless properly fed. a variety of 
grains. You can’t just throw out 
some corn the year around, and get 
away with it. ‘Three good grains to 
feed each day are, wi vat one feed: 
buckwheat, the next feed, and corn at 
night. These should be rdiseq on the 
farm. 

‘Yhat is why I speak of poultry and 
wheat now, that you will sow wheat 
carly in September for your : ens, so 
that you can derive a handsome in- 
come from them. 

Roosters should be removed from 
tne flock and scrub nens culled out at 
once. 


One farmer culled 30 hens out of a 
flock of 100 and still got just as many 
eggs from the remaining 79. 


Your Money’s Worth. 


Every farmer in the county could 
make .is Farin Bureau dues extra 
above what he is now getting out of 
his hens, before Christmas, by attend- 
ing to tne County Agent’s suggestions 
on this one matter of poultry. 


Summer Cennections for Winter Bus- 
iness, 

Last spring 1 urged all farmers, 
through these notes, to plant liberally 
of early peas, lettuce, sweet corn, po- 
tatoes, etc.; and to put their straw- 
berry beds in order; and to keep hens 
and cows, in «igh preducing order for 
the resort trade. hose who have 
veen doing that and have supplied to 
vourists and resorters a choice article, 
attractively prepared, delivered when 
wanted, should have little trouble in 
securing customers for cauned jellies, 
canned berries, and for butter and 
eggs to be shipped by parcels post 
throug, the winter. 

But these city people are not going 
to tie-up their trade with you if they 
can not depend with absolute certain- 
ty on you to send the stuff. They 
want a dainty, dependable article. 

There is no reason why large 
amounts of butter and egys and oth- 
er Crawford County products should 
not be sipped in winter to our sum- 
mer visitors. 

it needs just one thing—spunk and 
wumption, Some find it easier tu 
starve and holler than to spunk up. 


For the Land’s Sake. 


The great need on 99 per cent of 
our farms is nmiyre decaying vegetable 
matter in the soil—humus. It can be 
put there by plowing down green 
crops. ‘here is an imperative need 
vf it on our farms. It is most easily 
obtained now by sowing rye. 

Those who ‘an yet cultivate corn 
vnce more, should sow two (2) bus. - 
cls of rye per acre, and, cultivate it 
in. 

Plow down tose acres of tall 
green weeds and sow on two (2) bush_ 
els of rye. Plow this 1ye down next 
spring when knee high. 

The rush of work is over. There 
is time now to attend to this matter 
of rye for green manure.

Washington, Aug. . 19.—~President 
Harding announced to congress and 
the country that his administration, 
fatving exhausted every means for a 
settlement of the rall and coal strikes, 
now was resolved “to use all the pow- 
er of the government to maintain 
Cransportation and sustain the right of 
men to work.” 

Absent Members Called, 

Telegrams to absent members of the 
house interstate commerce committee 
to return at once to Washington to be- 
gin work on bills recommended by the 
President for création of a coal agency 
and a fact-finding conmission for the 
coal industry, were sent out by Repre- 
sentative Mondell, the Republican lead- 
er, after the President's address. Lead- 
ers plan to have these measures taken 
op early next week and made ready for 
speedy passage. e-3 

Accounting for hig course during the 
recent trouble in an address to the sen- 
‘ate and house, the President said he 
did not propose to ask for any “hasty 
action” by congress in the railroad 
strike, but that authority should be 
given to set up a commission to make 
a sweeping investigation into the coal 
industry “to reveal every phase of coal 
production, sale and distribution.” 

As another measure in the cont situ- 
ation the President asked for the cre- 
ation of a temporary national coal 
agency to purchase, sell and distribute 
coal in interstate shipment as an “in- 
strumentality of guarding the public 
interest where private consclence is in- 
sensible ta a public need.” 

Condemns Herrin Crime. 

Groups who take the law into thelr 
own hands, the President said, and at- 
tempt to contro] for their own purposes 
the resources of the whole people can 
only be regarded as perils to public 
safety. He said neither employers nor 
employees could entirely escape re- 
sponsibility for the present tudustrtal 
situation, but he condemned in par- 
ticular the “shocking crime at Herrin, 
il.” ; 

The President said the government 
was helpless to Intervene, but, on the 
allegation that two aliens were among 
the killed, and In view of the absence 
of all provision ia federal law under 
which the federal government can pro- 
tect aliens in their treaty rights, he 
now asks confress to pass a law un- 
der which the government can take 
hold In cases such as that of Herrin. 

Country at Union’s Mercy. 

The President likewise committed 
himself to the assertion that the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ organization now 
has the whole country “at its mercy,” 

With special reference to the Herrin 
massncre, the President said: 

“My renewnl of this oft-inade recom- 
mendation Is impelled by a pitiable 
sense of federal fmpotenre to deal with 
the shocking crime at Herrin, TL. 
which so recently shamed and horrified 
the country. In that butchery of hu- 
man velngs, Wrought in madness. it is 
nileged that two aliens were murdered. 
This act adds to the outraged sense 
of Amerivan justice the- humiliation 
which Hes in the federal government's 
coufessed Jack of authority ‘to punish 
that unutterable crime, 


“Elad it happened fn any other land, 


than our own, and the wrath of right- 
eous justice were not effectively ex- 
pressed, we should have pitied the. civ- 
ilization that would tolerate if and 
sorrow for the government unwilling 
or unable ta mete out just punishment. 

“It Js deplorable that there are or 
can be American communities where 
even there are citizens, not to speak 
of public officials, who believe mob 
warfare is admissible to cure any situ- 
ation,” 

In summing -up the situation, the 
President said: . : 

“It is manifestly my duty to bring 
to your attention the Industrial situa- 
tion which confronts the country. The 
situation growlng out of the prevatl- 
ing railway and coal mining strikes is 
so serious, 80 menacing to the nation's 
welfare, that I should be remiss If 1] 
failed. frankly to Iay the matter be- 
fore you, and at the same time ac- 
quaint you and the whole people, with 
such efforts as the executive branch 
of the government has made by the 
voluntary exercise of Its good offices 
to effect a settlement. - |

I do not mean that 
all interstate coa) shall be handled: by 
such a federal organization; perhaps 
none will be necessary; but it will 
restore its capital to the public treas- 
ury and will be the instrumentality 
of guarding the public Interest where 
private conscience is insensible to a 
public need.” 


Announcing his decision to Invoke 


all pertinent laws in the interest of 
Industria) restoration, the President 
used caréfully chosen language to ap- 
ply his strictures to both employers 
and employees. 

“Surely,” he said. “the threatening 
conditions must Impress the congress 
and the country that no body of men, 
whether Iimited in numbers and re- 
sponsible for railway management or 
powerful {n numbers und the necessary 
forces in railroad operation, shall be 
permitted to choose a course which so 
Imperils public welfare. Neither or 
ganizations of employers nor working- 
men's. unions may escape’ responsi- 
bility. When related to a public servy- 
ice, the mere fact of organization 
Inagnifies that responsibility and pub- 
lic interest transcends that of either 
grouped capital or organize . labor.” 

Refers to War on Unions. 

At the sime time, however, Mr. 
Harding said he had “come to appraise 
another element” in the present indus- 
trial situntion which be held tn some 
degree responsible for strikes, 

“T refer.” he sald, “to the warfare 
on the untons of inhor, The govern- 
ment, hag no sympathy ac appreval for 
this element of discord in the ranks of 
industry. Any legislution in the’ fu- 
ture must be as free from this ele 
ment of trouble-niuking as it is from 
labor extremists who strive for Class 
domination.” 

Supporting his request for a tempo- 
rary national coal agency, President 
Warding warned congress that, al 
though the “skies nre clearing” in the 
coal situation, a recurrence of diffient 
ty might be expected next April. whe: 
wage contracts now being mude are to 
be renewed, unless a cure were pro- 
vided for the fundamental Ws affect- 
ing the industry. 

Stating that the Eseh-Cumiins net 
in establishing the railroad Inbor 
board wns inadequate, being with little 
or no power ta enforce its decistons, 
the President recommended action to 
make the bourd’s decislans ‘enforce. 
able and effective against carriers and 
employees alike.” 


Stating that sympathetic railroad 
strikes had developed and impaired 
interstate commerce serlously. the 


President said that trains deserted in 
the western desert “had revealed the 
cruelty and contempt for tiw on the 
part of some railway employees, who 
-have conspired to paralyze transporta- 
tion.” 

Scores Lawless Strikers, 

Asserting that the striking unions 
in some instances had not held their 
forces to law observances, Mr. Hard- 
ing said “there ig a state of lawless- 
ness shocking to every canception of 
Americnn law and order,” and an- 
nounced his intentlon to invoke laws, 
civil and = eriminal, forbidding cop- 
sptracies, . 

In declaring positively for the right 
of men to work, the Presideut said 
that in both the coal and railroad 
strikes Chis right had becu “dented by 
assault and violence,” and, in some 
eases, winked at by lecal authorities. 
He added: 

“It is fair to sny that the great mass 
of organized workmen do not approve, 
but they seem helpless to hinder. These 
conditions cannot remain in’ free 
America.” 

Government “by Jaw must and will 
be sustained,” the President suid.
